SAN FBANCISCO, September 13.— A 


plan by which .California will probably 
gain a very large population is said to 
bo under consideration by the Directors 
of the Southern Pacific Company. It is 
nothing more or less than making a bed- 
rock rate from Chicago to this city, to 
induce immigration. 


It is said that Leland Stanford be- 


lieves that he can secure the co-opera- 
tion of other lines in an arrangement 
by which ench will accept its propor- 
tion of a? low n rate as §15 between 
Chicago and this city. The present 
rate ol fare is $47 50, so thnt the re- 
duction would be about silly per cent. 
between Ogden nnd this city. 
The 


Southern Pacific Company will haul 
immigrants free, and it is lilsely that 
the Union Pacific will bo prevailed 
upon to make a nominal rate, BO that 
rotn the Missouri river the total ex- 
ease of passengers would ba about $5 
not including meals. 


The giving of vutnally a free table as 


well as railway fare, has been consid- 
ered, and may yet bo adopted. If 
adopted, as it is very likely to be, the 
scheme will be based on these condi- 
tions, which must rule the traffic under 
consideration: First, The free fare priv- 
ilege will be exclusively for immigrants 
and tbeir families; second, it be shown 
to the satisfaction ol the llailroad Com 
pany'a ogeuts that tbo travel e»s will stay 
in California, 
i»ad not to transient, 


o'herwise full faro must be j.aid, third, 
the passenger must contract with the 
company uot to transfer his ticket to 
others; fourth, he mu.3t give some proof 
of his intention to take up peimnneni 
residence on this coast. 


WBATHEB SERVICE. 


The Lyon County Times says: 
In order to furnish as complete a his- 


tory as possible of the weather of tne 
State ol Nevada, a central station was 
established at Carson City, and the Au- 
ditors of the several counties were con- 
stituted volunteer weather observers, 
without compensation. 
This ia un- 


doubtedly a good move for our State as 
it will furnish to the world accurate in- 
formation relative to our climate, _rain- 
fall and many other particulars of inter- 
est to persons who, for sanitary er 
other reasons, 
are contemplating a 


change of habitation. Nevada, and es- 
pecially Lyon county, has nothing to 
conceal in regard to either her soil or 
climate; but on the contrary, the more 
generally a knowledge of these are dis- 
tributed the more rapidly our popula- 
tion will increase, and the greater -will 
become our prosperity and importance 
as a State, Not alone can it be proven 
that we of Lyon county can produce the 
finest cattle and horses and potatoes on 
the continent, but it can also be shown 
that a death from consumption, or other 
pulmonary disease, is unknown among 
us, asthmetics cease to wheeze, and the 
consumptive ceases to cough and grows 
fat. Let us have the weather service 
by all means. Let tho world see what a 
salubrious climate we possess, take note 
of our rainfall and be convinced that 
Lyon county is something more than a 
waste of sand and sagebrush, and a fit 
place for inhabitants other than the 
frolicsome jack rabbit and the sedate 
horned toad.
